Greeks and British Hold Hard on 
Mount Olympus Front, and RAF 
Bombers Slash Away at German Com- 
munication Lines Behind Invaders 


ATHENS—(/P)—An observer returning Thursday evening 


from the Mount Olympus battlefront declared that mass in- 
fantry and tank attacks south of Servia had cost the Germans 
"two divisions in casualties in two days." 


Despite terrific losses the Germans were attacking cease- 


lessly, this observer said. He declared that the invaders were 
"throwing men away by the thousands" in an attempt to crash 
into the Thessaly plain. 


There are about 12,000 men in a German mechanizec 


division, 15,000 in an infantry division. 


At the same time the RAF reported "unceasing" attacks 


on German communications in Greece.

NEW YORK - My father and 1, 


as "enemy aliens," were thrust into 
a concentration camp by the Belgians 
within 12 hours after the Germans 
started their invasion of the Low 
Countries. 


Then, so swift was the German ad- 


vance, we found ourselves, only two 
days later, herded with GO other men 
in badly ventilated, unsanitary, pad- 
locked freight cars, bound for some- 
where in France ahead of the Nazi 
flood. 


Behind us we hud hud to leave my 


mother and my wife, and for three 
months thereafter we were to know 
nothing of their futc. 


That "somewhere" in France turn- 


ed out to be Le Vigeant, a concen- 
tration camp at Poitiers. There, into 
barracks built for 200 men, over 300 
of us were packed 
Belgian Com- 


munists and Fascists, Nazis and Ger- 
man Jews. The Nazis and the Jews 
were in separate barracks—and we 
kept to ourselves, 


Made Up P^uis About 


"Ppis Cbiche" 


Lp. Vigeant was only half 
built 


when we arrived. The windows of 
the brick barracks were just gaping 


The hospital "beds" were urange and tumiito crates.

They did bring in some water for 
cooking in motor lorries, but it was

bade us to drink it. 


Every 
day our 
routine wus the 


same. Up at 6 u. m. For breakfast: 
colored water they culled coffee and 
our day's bread ration—one French 
loaf for six or eight of us. At noon: 
a watery .soup made of big Algerian 
"pois chiche" (u large peal. At night: 
the same1 soup. We all made up poems 
und songs uboul those awful 
"pois 


chiche." 


We had no prescribed duties. We 


walked in the courtyards, 
played 


curds, talked. Some of the men work- 
ed in the kitchens. In spite of the 
physical discomforts, our spirits were 


holes, without glass, und there wus liigh. France was still fighting—sue-

not enough straw to cover the con- 
crete floors that we slept on. Soon af- 
ter we arrived, all our papers and 
money and valuables were taken away 
and it was lucky that most of us had 
hidden some money that the author- 
ities did not find, because we needed 
it later to buy food. 


The food at Le Vigeant was very 


bad. There was no wster &t the t«r.p. 


cessfully, so fur as we knew, for we 
had no news of any kind. 


The lack of news was also the cause 


of most of our depression. Like ev- 
eryone else, my father and I had not 
heard of or from our wives since we 
were interned.

Vigeunt. the German advance ugain 
caused us to be moved, this time to 
St. Cyprion on the Mediterranean. St. 
Cyprien, built for tens of thousands of 
Loyalist refugees who fled to France 
after the Spanish civil war, consists 
of endless rows of wooden huts built 
right on the beach. It is surrounded 
by four concentric rows of barbed 
wire. 


St. Cypricn had been empty for se- 


veral months when we arrived—about 
2500 of us from Lc 
Vigeunt 
and 


twice that many from other camps in 
the active zone. Rain and sand, whip- 
ped by the powerful gusts of the Med- 
iterranean 
Sea's 
mistral, 
poured 


through the walls as through netting. 
The floors of our shacks were sand, 
but it was often more comfortable 
for sleeping than straw. 


With all its discomforts, St. Cyprien 


was an improvement over Lc Vig- 
eant. We had water—a hand pump for 
every four shacks. The food was bet- 
ter and a bit more 
plentiful—only 


three people to split one bread each 
day. At night we sonietair.es had Ar-

ing bootleg business at a tremendous 
profit,

it started, chocolates 


costing 2 francs, 75 centimes were 
sold to us for 200 francs. 
Tobacco 


(costing 5 francs)' cost us 50. And so 
on. 
(By mid-summer 
this bootleg 


racket had been broken up by a le- 
gitima'te -organization whcih sold food 


I and tobacco and stationery inside the 
camp at regular prices.) 


Our worst hazard at St. Cyprien 


was complete lack of proper hos- 
pital and sanitary facilities. The "hos- 
pital" (one of the small, rickety 
shacks) was staffed by prisoners, many 
of them famous doctors in their own 
right, but it was completely lacking 
in vital medicines. Its "beds" were 
orange and tomato crates. 


After the armistice, the guards cut 


the barbed wire so that we could 
swim in the Mediterranean. I, like 
the rest, raced down the beach very 
excited. A piece of barbed wire, bur- 
ied in the sand, tore my foot and 
it began to bleed very badly. When 
I went to the hospital, the doctor 
had neither disinfectants nor band- 
age. I had to tie my foot in my hand- 
kerchief. And, since one man had just 
died of blood poisoning, I was very 
worried for several days. 


Later in the summer, after we had 


been freed, a typhoid epidemic broke 
cut at St. Cyprien (none of us had 
been innoculated at the camp) and 
un appalling number of deaths were 
reported. 


For the most part the guards left 


us ulone, to pass the time as we chose. 
The camp was full of important men 
(in my shack was also Luise Rainer's 
father), and the refugee scholars held 
clashes for the rest of us. You could 
study English, chemistry, astronomy 


and many other subjects. Many of us 
voluntarily worked around the camp 
to pass the time. Others played cards 
and talked. 


Conditions at Gurs Were 


Good 


Our spirit were at the lowest ebb 


when the news of the Armistice came. 
(Only one man 
committed suicide- 


while 1 was at St. Cyprien, and that 
was before the armistice.) Shortly af- 
ter this, however, our spirits were 
bolstered when lists of prisoners in- 
terned elsewhere in Franco were ex- 
changed between all the concentrat- 
ion camps. 


Then, for the first time, 1 learned 


that my 20-year-old wife and 51- 
year-old mother were alive at the 
concentration camp at Gurs. Condi- 
tions at Gurs, except for the un- 
bearably cold 
nights, 
were fairly 


good at this time, and the ladies bore 
up well. 


My family was fortunate. Helped 


by friends and luck, we were releas- 
ed from St. Cyprian and our wives 
from GUIS by the end of July— three 
months after our internment. Many 
others were less lucky and ara still 
prisoners. And of course, in keeping 
with conditions u'.i over France to- 
day, conditions at Gurs today are ter- 
rible. 


I know. Shortly after the armistice, 


many German Jews were deported (on 
30 minutes' notice.) from Germany to 
unoccupied France, where they— both 
men and women, adults and chil- 
dren—were immediately interned at 
Gurs. Most of them are still there. 
Among them are my two grandmolh-

not the same thing. But the ques- 
tion thai demands art answer is this: 
can democracy eiist for long when 
perhaps a third of the people do nbt 
have the three squares and the roof? 
Forty feet of the foundation at one 
corner of the First National Bank 
building are not the building, but 
if you removed those forty feet of 
foundation, the building would no 
longer be safe. 


Economic security, in other words, 


is not the same thing as democracy, 
but a democracy which fails consis- 
tently to offer conditions in which the 
vast majority of people have a high 
degree of economic security is al- 
lowing an important corner of Its 
foundations to crumble. 


The democratic way of life is a 


vast, monumental building, the fair- 
est arid finest man hns yet built. 
Its foundations and rooms are many 
—equal political rights, toleration, re- 
stricted governmental power, equal- 
ity of opportunity, no special pri- 
vileges, freedom of discussion and 
thought, no permanent class lines, the 
general underlying feeling deep in 
every man that he wishes nothing 
that :is not available to other men 
that he wishes nothing that is not 
available to other men under the same 
circumstances. It is greater than mere- 
ly "three squares a day and a roof." 


But without those simple elementals, 


it can be ashes in the mouth. That 
is not because men no longer prize 
their freedom above mere comfort, 
but simply because they realize that 
in our United: States, there is no 
Sane reason why they should not 
have both. 


Did you dine well last evening, and 


the evening before that, and every 
evening for many years before that" 
Then do not laugh away this young 
man's definition of democracy. It is 
not'a very good definition, but it hi 
full of meaning to America.

Radio Greatly 
Aides Defense 


Men Sit Glued 
to Dials While 
You Sleep 


Hy JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON - 
While you are 


asleep— no matter what your hours 
—meii sit glued to their dials and 
ear-phones and radio gadgets. Wax 
records and written notes' preserve 
what they hear. These pour into Wash- 
ington to be transcribed, translated, 
•decoded, and studied, 
i From the Canal Zone to our north- 
ern borders, these nevy 24-hour "lis- 
tening posts of national defense" have 
been set up by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. Their ob- 
iect? To ferret out, every syllable of 
."subversive and other pcPtiiient 'radio 
'propaganda' from 
abroad." 


To accomplish this, the FCC has 


put to work a new staff of 350 tech- 
nicians,, translators, clerks, propagan- 
da analysts and oilier experts. This 
staff is in addition to the radio de- 
tectives whose duty it is to locate 
pirate or unauthorized stations in this 
•country and, if need be, to determine 
the locations of stations abroad or at 
sea which try to hide their identity. 


Other than to announce that the 


work (for Which' funds 
were set 


up in the last budget) 
has been 


started, the FCC will' admit nothing. 
How much or whether anything at all 
has been discovered 
by 
the' new 


around-the-clock monitoring stations 
is a government secret. But it is no 
-secret that government officials are 
pretty pleased with what is being 
accomplished. 


Catches European Broadcasts 


Under this program, a new listen- 


ing post in the Caribbean is catch- 
ing the directional beam broadcasts 
to South and Central America from 
Western Europe. These, decoded, tran- 
slated, and analyzed, can be turned 
over to the chief executive, the de- 
partments of state, agriculture, com- 
merce, treasury, the army and navy, 
the FBI or to whomever needs them 
in the business of combatting propa- 
ganda against llie interests of hemis- 
pheric defense and the good neigh 
bor policy. 


Let's suppose that the source of 


these "subversive broadcasts" cannot 
be established immediately. Working 
with other listening posts, the 'rad- 
io detective" goes to Work. He uses 
the station-finder method, which has 
been developed technically to such 
a point in recent years that within 
a few hours—or days at most—the 
FCC investigator can walk into the 
very house and room where a secret 
broadcasting station is operating. He 
also uses his highly developed know- 
ledge of voice, inflection, speaking 
habits, phraseology . 


There are experts working for the 


FCC now who can spot dozens of 
foreign and local broadcasters whom 
they have never seen or talked with. 
They are the hand-writing experts of 
the ether waves. Slurs, sibilants, drop- 
ped consonants and repeated phrases 
become as familiar to them as tho 
outline of a figure, the tilt of the head 
the gait and swing of the arms bj 
which you recognize a friend or mem- 
ber of your family, 


Just Another Step 


With sources spotted and material 


transcribed and analyzed, plots and 
plans often can be seen long before 
they can become effective and their 
ultimate result nullified 
either by 


simple exposure or counter-propagan- 
da. 


This is only one more step in the 


war of the air waves. The FCC and 
the defense communications board 
have been working on it for months. 
It ties in with the fact that amateurs 
can't broadcast outside our borders 
and 
possessions; 
that 
100,000 radio 


operators and thousands of commer- 
cial telegraph and cable 
operators 


handling foreign dispatches have prov- 
ed their citizenship and filed their 
fingerprints; that it's a federal offense 
to toss chit-chat or any kind of sup- 
erfluous verbiage into the air from 
commercial stations on land or sea. 


Perhaps it ties in also with the fact 


that approximately 200 stations in 
this country are now broadcasting 1,- 
700 programs weekly in one or more 
31 different 
foreign 
languages—but 


that's another story.

Gil Thinks His 
Record Is Safe 


Dobie Has Impres- 
sive Record Over 
2 Score Years

NEWTON, Mass. —Gil Dobie is tak- 
ng life easy these days and from 
.hat spectator viewpoint he has come 
.o the conclusion that no coach has 
nuch hope of approaching the un- 
beaten strings he himself compiled 
n almost two-score years of foot- 
jail coaching. 


Known as "Gloomy Gil" during his 


active pigskin days, Dobie now live 
in a comfortable shouting distance o 
the Boston College campus where h 
ended his coaching career in 1938. 


Dobie naturally misses active con 


tact with the game to which he de 
voted a virtual lifetime but he keep 
a keen eye and analytical mind o 
the sport. He loves it as intensely to 
day at 62 as when he played wit 
Minnesota at the turn of the centurj 


His career as a head coach starte 


in 1906 at North Dakota after fou 
years as a coaching aide at his aim 
mater. For 12 years, at North Dakot 
and Washington, his teams were un 
beaten. His Naval Academy eleven 
lost three games in the next three sea 
sons. His Cornell squads won 21 game 
in a row in the' early 20's, 


Not Now, Though 


"You 
can't do that 
nowaday 


though," 
says Gil. "Even 
gettin 


through a single season unbeaten 
quite a stunt. It takes a good team 
—naturally, it must 
b'e good—and 


a very, very lucky one. 


"Even Knute Rockne would have 


his troubles running up an unbeaten 
string." 


He thinks today's larger and more 


talented squads and more 
difficult 


schedules virtually nullify the chance 
of a team to go through undefeated. 
But he can count of many other fac- 
tors, including luck, injuries, weather 
conditions luck—and luck. 


Great Teams 


It isn't that Dobie thinks the game 


itself has changed tremendously. To 
him, it's still a game played by two 
teams of 11 men on each and one in 
which there have been no startling 
innovations since the rule prohibit- 
ing assisting the ball carrier. 


"Forward pass?" asks Gil "Why my 


Washington team back in 1909 used 
the forward pass pretty effectively. 


"In those days we had to pass dia- 


gonally over the line and the ball 
was required to cross at a point at 
least five yards on either side of the 
center. 


"The down the middle pass came 


at least five years later. But I used 
it in 1909 and I'd use it whenever I 
had a good passer on the team." 


Most fans .would say Dobie's great- 


est ' teams were the Cornell; elevens 
of the early 20's. 


"I'd say my best team was in 1909 


at Washington and the 1914 team there 
was pretty near as good. Those Cor- 
nell teams with Kaw and Pfann wpre 
fine but not quite as good as the 
other two."

It was not until six years later that 


the British Government, in the per- 
son of the legendary, farsighted Dis- 
raeli, obtained an interest in the Suez 
Canal Company. In that year Bri- 
tain's prime minister, knowing that 
the Khedive of Egypt was in need of 
cash, paid $20,000,000 for the Khed- 
ive's 176,602 shares of canal stock— 
44 per cent of the total stock. 


Since that time, although France 


has 19 of the company's 32 directors 
to Britain's ten (two are Egyptian, 
one Dutch), the Suez Canal has been 
primarily a British ditch. In . 1938,

By the Suez Canal Convention of 


1888, 
the waterway was "always to 


be free and open, in time of war as 
in time of peace, to every vessel of 
commerce or of war . . . " 


As in the days of the first World 


War, Suez is open in theory today. But 
the presence of powerful British na- 
val squadrons at either end effective- 
ly discourages Axis shipping 
from 


taking advantage of the terms of the 
Canal Convention. Since the fall of 
France, the British have taken over 
the collection of all canal tolls and 
have sent the money to London for 
distribution after the war.
